Ranikhet, the 11th April, 1990 

S.R.O. 8(E):—Whereas a public notice of 
certain draft proposals in respect of toll tax to be 
levied within the limits of Ranikhet Cantonment 
in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence, No. 
SRO 378, dated the 21st November, 1968, impo¬ 
sing toll on goods, vehicles and animals entering 
the Cantonment of Ranikhet was published on 
the 26th February, 1990 by affixing the same in a 
conspicuous part of the office of the Cantonment 
Board Ranikhit, as required by section 61, read 
with section 255 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924) inviting objections and suggestions 
from all persons likely to be affected thereby till 
the expiry of a period of thirty days from the 
date of publication of the said notice. 

And whereas no objection or suggestion were 
received from the public by the Contonment 
Board before the expiry of the period of thirty 
days; 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 60 of the said Act and in 
supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No 
SRO 378 dated the 21st November 1968, the 
Cantonment Board, Ranikhet, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government hereby 
imposes a Toll on goods, vehicles and animals 
entering the Cantonment of Ranikhet at the 
rates specified in the schedule hereto annexed:— 

1. Provioed that the Toll shall not be levied :— 

(i) On Goods, Vehicles, Animals belonging 
to Cantonment Board; 

(ii) On Goods, Vehicles and Animals belon¬ 
ging to the Army or Air Force referred 
to in the Indian Tolls (Army and Air 

Force) Act, 1901 (1 of 1901); 
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(iii) The stores imported by or on behalf of 
Indian Red Cross St. John, Ambulance 
Society, if accompanied, at the time of 
import, by a certificate signed by a 
responsible Officer of the said body or 
Society as to the ownership of the said 
store; 

(iv) On vehicles carrying funeral parties; 

(v) Employees of Station Telephone De¬ 
partment while travelling on duty and 
having in possession of a permit signed 
by the station Telephone Officer; 

(vi) Bonafide members of party visiting 
Ranikhet for participating in tourna¬ 
ments or educational purposes on obtain¬ 
ing a permit in advance from the Canton¬ 
ment Executive Officer; 

(vii) Driver/Conductor (Cleaner) and Public 
Service Motor Vehicles; 

(viii) School vehicle owned by the Govern¬ 
ment Girls Inter College, Ranikhet; 

(ix) Students residing in the suburbs of 
Ranikhet Cantonment and prosecuting 
their studies in a recognised school/ 
college of Ranikhet Cantonment on 
production of toll pass issued by Canton¬ 
ment Executive Officer, Ranikhet on the 
basis of certificate from the Head of 
Institution to this effect that the student is 
actually attending the institution; 

(x) Staff deployed on duty on behalf of the 
election commission in connection with 
the conduct of election to the Lok Sabha 
or the Legislative Assembly (Vidhan 
Sabha) of the State of Uttar Pradesh 
within the local limits on production of 
a certificate issued by the Returning 
Officer or such other officer authorised 
in this behalf. 

(xi) On seats in motor vehicle occupied by 
Children less than 3 years of age ; 

2. Provided further that a non-transferable 
transit pass on payment of Rs. 5.00 can be ob¬ 
tained by each vehicle, namely, regular passenger 
buses of Uttar Pradesh Road Transport Corpo¬ 
ration, Kumaon Motor Owners Union Limited, 
Kathgodam, Public Goods carriers and other 
light vehicles, except passenger buses and 
other light vehicles, deployed for contracted 


tours by various travel and other agencies 
passing through the Cantonment on its way 
to a destination outside the Cantonment limits 
without transacting business of any kind in 
respect thereof within such limits. 

3. Provided also that vehicles belong to the 
Uttar Pradesh Government Roadways or the 
Kumaon Motor owners Union Limited will be 
allowed entry into the Cantonment without pay¬ 
ment of Toll at barrier and this Toll/Transit fee 
shall be recoverable through bills. 

4. Provided also that if the transit pass its not 
handed over at the exit barrier within 2 hours in 
the case of trucks and buses and 1 hour in the 
case of Car Taxies of the issue of transit pass 
or involving contravention of any of the 
clauses contained in this notification, the person 
concerned shall be liable to pay full amount 
on toll in respect of the vehicle and occupi¬ 
ed seats as described in Paragraph “2”. 

5. Provided further that the toll on animals 
and vehicles which are used for the carriage of 
stones, bajri and other building material from the 
quarrie situated at Tara Odiyar, Chilyanaula 
and Deolikhet outside the cantonment limits 
foruseinthe Cantonment shall be levied at the 
fourth of the rates specified in the schedule 
annexed hereto. 

6. Provided further that the half seats occupied 
in motor vehicle by children between that age of 
5 to 12 years shall be charged at half the rates 
specified in the said schedule; 

7- Provided that the vehicles belonging to the 
Drugs Factory Amalgamated Units Tarikhet, soil 
Conservation Department and their officials 
stationed at Brewery, Dulikhet area entering the 
cantonment from the above vicinities and 
returning same day may be charged Rs. 60.00 
and Rs. 80.00 respectively per month each as 
monthly fee for light and heavy vehicles.
